The old board of 'education met last 


night for the last time. Three mem- 
bers, Messrs. Glare, Kline and Presi- 
dent Pixley, were absent. Mr. Daw- 
son was 
mrfdo chairman. 
The last 


official act of the old board was to 
award the sale of (10,000 sohool bonds 
issued for the purpose of buying the 
Geo. Davis property recently bid in by 
the board, for High school purposes, at 
administration sale for $9,990. 


Representatives of the local banks 


and one outside bidder were present at 
the rneetingjto see tne bids opened. By 
permission, Jas. W. Newman made a 
few remarks to the board. 
He stated 


that he had been informed that the 
bonds were not properly advertised. If 
such was the case, the board would do 
well to consider the matter before 
opening the bids. 
If it should develop 


that the bonds were not sufficiently ad- 
vertised and there was any question of 
the legality of the issue to be raised, 
the highest bidder might even with • 
draw his bid after having it accepted. 
The board would then find ^itself in a 
very embarrassing position. 


Mr. Doty, the chairman of 
the 


finance committee, stated that they had 
'taken all steps deemed necessary and 
legal. He thought the sale would stand 
all right. 
If there were any bidders 


who were not satisfied with the manner1 


of procedure he was in favor of allow- 
ing them to withdraw their bids before 
the clerk started to open them. 


The ^representative of Kleybote & 


Oo., of* Cincinnati, who had a bid in 
on the bonds, became a little shaky. If 
he was the successful bidder he would 
ask for a few days' time _in which to 
examine the bonds. 
He asked for five 


days. The board decided there were 
enough bidders without him, and his 
request was refused. 
He asked per- 


mission to withdraw his bid before they 
were opened. 
It was granted. 
After- 


wards it was learned that the bid with- 
drawn was the second highest of the 
lot. 
Another bid, that of Senaongood 


& Oo., of Cincinnati, was withdrawn 
before the meeting. 


Simon Labold, of the First National 


bank, stated that if they were given 
the bonds twenty-four hours would be 
all the time they wanteed before turn- 
ing over the cash. Qeo. Krioker said 
the Central Savings bank would do the 
same. Mr. Newman suggested there 
was toojnnch' levity about the matter. 
He thought the board would probably 
find it thirty or forty days before any 
money was realized from the''sale of 
the bonds. 


Some further talk as to tho legality 


of the advertisement was raised, in the 
course of which Mr. Draper made the 
rather startling statement that the 
board had on two previous occasions 
sold bonds without any advertising 
whatever. 
They were taken up, the 


coupons had been paid, and no question 
as to their legality ever raised. 


After a ^thorough 
understanding 


among the bidders as to the sale, the 
bids were opened.

tric power, but is so arranged that 
should that power fail it can be oper- 
ated by hand.

The windows are all new and of a

The cost of the 
ohuroh was $50,000. It was remodeled 
in 1889 under the pastorate of Rev. Z. 
W. Fagan and was partially destroyed 
by fire December 16th, 18S6. 
Since 


that date the congregation has wor- 
shipped in the new Kendall building 
on Chillicothe street. 
The insurance 


adjustment gave the church §3,000, 
and a building committee consisting of 
Henry Amberg, chairman; W. K. Du- 
pree, W. B. Anderson, J. M. Stockham 
and W. W. Donaldson went to work to 
repair the damage of the fire. The 
work was completed in four months at 
a total expense of about $3,800. This 
leaves an indebtedness of $800, which 
will be raised at the morning service 
tomorrow. 


The present pastor, Rev. Thos. S. 


Robjent, came here last October. The 
congregations have : increased steadily 
and his evening sermons have proved 
popular among all classes. The church 
is crowded each Sunday evening and 
many find it impossible to get seats. 
The popularity of these special services 
made it necessary to secure Kendall's 
building for the past four months. Mr. 
Robjent 
ia not only a 
successful 


preacher, but a popular pastorjand oiti- 


zen, 
and the church has enjoyed un- 


usual prosperity under his pastorate. 
The outlook for the future ia indeed en 
couraging and the members of the 
church are to bo congratulated upon 
the possession of such a pastor and such 
a church.

Dingley bill clauses relating? to third 
class wools and insert the following: 


"On wools of 'tihe third class and 


camels' hair of the third class, the 
ralue whereof shall be 8 cerate or less 
per pound, the duty shall be 5 cents per 
po'ind, and on all wools find hair of 
thU class, the value wlhereiof shall ex- 
ceed 8 cents per pound, there shall be 
an additional duty of one-half of 1 
cent per pound for eaoh increase of 1 
cent per pound in the value thereof." 


It is claimed -for tihSs latter amend- 


ment, which is the most importajit of 
all the amendments proposed, tfet it 
will largely prevent the frauds which 
it is alleged were perpetrated under 
tb ad valorem duties of the McKinley 
law, by reason of whioh, it is alleged, 
hundreds of millions of pounds of wool 
used in the manufacture of clothing, 
which properly belonged^ to *he first 
class, were imported -at third class 
rates on the representation that tlhey 
were to be used i>n the manufacture of 
carpts.
